Editor's Note:—While the practice here recommended by 


Dr. Strickland is frequently used by dairymen, it is not strictly 
in accord with the dairy laws in many states. The moderniza- 
tion of our laws on standardization of milk would be a step in 
the right direction to enable producers and distributors legally 
to give consumers what they want in the way of fat percent- 
age. It has its points of interest and application for the 
Channel Island breeds as well. 
HE subject title might just as well have been ‘“‘Cents 
and Non-Cents.” Some readers may be inclined to 
revise the spelling of the latter word, particularly if 
they happen to be advocates of ultra high test fat in Hol- 
steins. 


I started in to title this article “Stop Making Compari- 
sons.” but coming to think about it, I subconsciously 
heard some one say “Well, isn’t that just what you are 
doing?” Possibly so. You tell. 


As usual, I am going to talk about our breed milk. Be- 
lieve it or not, I pledge that I am not biased or prejudiced 
merely because I own and milk Holsteins. I do not advo- 
cate their milk bécause I sell it. I have told some of you 
long ago how I became interested in Holstein milk, and 
then in the breed itself. I think I have shown that it was 
for a scientific and economical reason. 


Whenever I think or speak seriously of Holstein milk 
its comparison with milk from other dairy breeds never 
enters my mind. For what milk is best intended to do, 
no other can compare with Holstein milk. On other occa- 
sions I have told you why I think this; know it. Yet I 
am frequently called upon to combat statements of our 
breed milk when compared with that of high test fat from 
other dairy breeds. I am not going to compare them now. 
If I do make out a case of comparison here, it will be 
along less usual lines. 


Gracelands Herdsman once said: “There ain’t no 
cents in milking a lot of high test cows when they give 


down so little milk.” This may be called sense. Many 
coOWs increase labor. It does beat all how many dairy 
farmers do love to work about three times as much as 


necessary. It is sense to assume that high producing 
cows lessen labor, for one such cow may replace three low 
producing animals; again one such high producer usually 
eats less than three low producers. Now isn’t this cents? 

Right here is where the “conscientious objector’ com- 
Mences to make comparisons: high producing cows test 
low. (I have found that many times these low producing 
cows did not test high; that high producing cows fre- 
quently did test high. Look over the records of the 151 
Holsteins in America that have produced more than 1,000 
Ibs. of fat; this list recently published in the World). 
What are we to do with the milk inspector and the con- 
sumer who is constantly being educated to a deep cream 
line, and who are demanding high test milk? It is my ex- 
perience that the demand comes generally from milk in- 
sSpectors, and from milk distributors who 
their producers, and but rarely from the milk consumer, 
who wants clean, safe, sanitary milk. 

Now let’s stop making comparisons, for really there 
Let’s stop being so avaricious that we demand 


isn’t any. 





demand it of 


the same price per quart for good Holstein milk that your 
neighbor gets for his Guernsey or Jersey milk. If you are 
certain you cannot put across the idea (it’s more than 
an idea—it’s a fact) that Holstein milk is best for babies, 
children and adults who have to drink milk, that it has 
greater health, vitality and nutrition than milk from other 
breeds, then meet them on the “deep cream” line. That’s 
sense leading to more cents per cow than those in your 
neighboring high test herds. 

How come, you say? Just this: by turning the prod- 
uct of your lowest test cows into high test milk. Why the 
stare? This is not a feat of legerdemain, it is simply an 
act of mathematical calculation. Explain? Surely. 

Suppose (and now and then we find one) we have a 
cow giving forty quarts of low test milk; let’s make it real 
low,—calling the test 2.5% fat. If one would separate 
twenty quarts of this milk, taking the heavy cream and 
putting it back into the reserved twenty quarts of the 
original milk, what think you would the resulting fat con- 
tent then test? Isn’t it a grand old Guernsey or Jersey 
cow that can milk down twenty quarts of 5% milk? And 
don’t forget the skimmed milk; it will make an added 
profit when fed to calves, pigs afd hens. Aside from 
these, it has other profitable uses. 

Sure I know all cows, even Holsteins, do not give forty 
quarts of milk daily, but an ordinarily good Holstein will 
give up to thirty quarts a day, and rarely fall as low as 
3.2% fat. Let’s take this for example. Separate ten 
quarts of her milk, leaving twenty quarts to which is add- 
ed the 1.5 lbs. of heavy cream when the test will rise to 
a little better than 4%. Or, take the herd milk: 

Suppose the total milk produced at one milking by 
twenty cows weighs 500 Ibs. and tests 3.4% fat. One 
hundred lbs. of this milk is separated and heavy cream 
weighing 10 lbs. is added to the 400 lbs. of original milk, 
making a total of 410 lbs. of standardized milk and this 
product again tested. We find that the test for this 410 
lbs. of milk has been raised from an original test of 3.4%, 
to practically 4.1% fat. This method for this milking 
changes the average of milk for each one of the twenty 
cows from 25 lbs. per milking to 20.5 lbs. average per cow. 
If this does not leak light and satisfaction into your rea- 
soning, just go into any barn where there are twenty 
Guernseys or Jerseys milking and learn their average pro- 
duction and fat test. I invite you to a surprise party. 

So I say, stop making comparisons. Things generally 
are different for a particular purpose. Learn what the 
particular purpose of milk from the different breeds of 
dairy cattle are. There is no sense in thinking of a 
Guernsey in terms of a Holstein; there is cents in think- 
ing of Holstein milk expressed in terms of Guernsey fat 
quality when made by standardization. 

I am for standardization only when the distributor or 
the consumer is unable or unwilling to understand the 
value of milk except in terms of a deep cream line. 

In every way, Holsteins are best, for we can turn Hol- 
stein milk into terms of high fat test breed milk, but 
they cannot turn their high fat test milk into terms of 
Holstein product without adulteration under the law.

few “home-runs” during the past year in lowa cow 

testing associations is shown by the annual report 
of the extension dairymen of Iowa State College. The 
repert considers herds of over eight cows, completing rec- 
ords between Sept. 1, 1927, and Sept. 1, 1928. 

There were 34 dairy herds of over eight cows in 78 
Iowa cow testing associations which averaged over 400 
lbs. of butterfat from Sept. 1, 1927, to Sept. 1, 1928. Of the 
34 herds 25 were Holsteins. Of these 25 Holstein herds pro- 
ducing above 400 lbs. of butterfat, 13 were pure bred Hol- 
steins, five herds contained both grades and pure breds, 
and seven herds were grade Holsteins. The herd aver- 
ages of the 34 herds ranged from 402 to 465 lbs. of butter- 
fat. 

Iowa Holstein herds also captured nine places out of 
a possible 10 in the list of the 10 highest cow testing asso- 
ciation herds. Of the nine Holstein herds in this list, six 
were pure bred herds, two herds contained both pure 
breds and grades, and one herd consisted entirely of grade 
Holsteins. The herd averages in this list are computed 
by the cow-year method. A cow-year is equivalent to one 
cow on test for 12 months or several cows on test for 
periods which total 12 months. By adding the number 
of months each cow is in the herd, and dividing the total 
by 12 (months) the average number of cows on test dur- 
ing the year, or cow-years, is obtained. At the head of 
this list of ten high herds was the pure bred and grade 
Holstein herd of Ben Olson, of Newhall. His herd, with 
13.44 cow-years, averaged 465.5 lbs. of butterfat. Second 
in line was H. C. Cain’s herd of grade Holsteins, with 8.88 
cow-years, which averaged 462.4 lbs. of butterfat. Mr. 
Cain, of Hartley, is a member of the O’Brien County Asso- 
ciation, and last year won the Kildee cup which is award- 
ed annually to the high grade herd. The pure bred herd 
of W. E. Kitch, of Sumner, with 9.67 cow-years, averaged 
457.3 lbs. of butterfat. The pure bred herd, or 21.8 cow- 
years, owned by Chas. Mark and Son, of Iowa Falls, aver- 
aged 456.4 lbs. of butterfat. 

The Pioneer Association, the oldest active association 
in Iowa, was represented by John Cunningham, of Water- 
loo. His pure bred herd with 18 cow-years, averaged 451.7 
lbs. of butterfat. As an example of constructive breeding 
for higher production, this pure bred herd is an enviable 


T ew the Black and White bossies have knocked a 


example. The herd consists mainly of daughters of Pabst 
Creator Blossom, and the dams which produced these 


daughters. Much of the credit for the high average, of 
451 lbs., made by this herd is due to the daughters of 
Pabst Creator Blossom. These daughters, about 10 in 
number, have averaged 112 lbs. of butterfat more than 
their dams, when figured to a mature basis. 

Peder Pederson and Son, of Cedar Falls, had an aver- 
age of 450.4 lbs. of butterfat on their pure bred herd with 
14.3 cow-years. The pure bred herd at the Cherokee State 
Hospital averaged 449.6 lbs. of butterfat with 53.49 cow- 
years. Herd averages of 450 Ibs. on herds of over 50 head 
are not every-day occurrences. These Holsteins are 
boosting the breed’s reputation as “institution cows.” 
The only non-Holstein herd among these 10 highest was a 
Jersey herd which exceeded by six-tenths of a pound the

Forty-five associations among the 78 contained pure 
bred Holstein herds. Each of the 45 associations reported 
on the highest pure bred Holstein herd in the -associa. 
tion. Of the herds thus reported 10 averaged over 400

Ibs., and 24 averaged from 300 to 400 lbs. of butterfat. 
The remaining 11 herds ranged from 210 to 300 lbs. with 
the majority above 250 lbs. of butterfat. 

In 56 associations out of the 78 the honor of having 
the highest herd within the association was won by Hol- 
stein herds. Of these 56 Holstein herds, 16 were pure 
breds, 12 were pure bred and grades combined, and 28 
herds were grade Holsteins. 

There is no doubt but that the feeding methods, the 
management, and the constructive breeding back of these 
Holstein herds greatly influenced the records made. 
Nearly all of the Holstein herds producing over 400 lbs. 
of butterfat were fed a legume hay, usually alfalfa, and 
silage. The use of high protein concentrates was quite 
general as 1,733 association members, out of a total of 
1,829, fed one or more protein concentrates. Oil meal was 
fed to nearly twice as many herds as al! other nitrogen- 
ous concentrates combined. Cottonseed meal was used 
considerably, and 80 members fed some soy _ beans. 
Gluten feed and gluten meal were also used. 

In the 78 Iowa associations there were 1,829 herds of 
all breeds with 23,330 cow-years, which completed yearly 
records between Sept. 1, 1927, and Sept. 1, 1928, which is 
the period upon which this report is based. The average 
production of the 1,829 herds was 7,597 lbs. of milk, and 
276.0 lbs. of butterfat.

The group was shown under the name of J. Walter Jones, 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island, who formerly owned 
their sire and bred these animals. 
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HE gradually increasing demand for milk and milk 
T products will probably maintain about the present 

spread between the prices of feed and the prices of 
dairy products until there is such a material change in 
the beef situation that farmers will increase milk produc- 
tion by milking a larger number of beef-type cows. As 
combined domestic production of all dairy products during 
recent years has averaged about 99 per cent of domestic 
consumption and as prospective foreign supplies limit the 
level to which domestic prices can rise, the situation does 
not justify more than a gradual expansion of dairy herds, 
possibly not more than one per cent per year. 


Farmers now have an opportunity to dispose of old 
cows for beef purposes at good prices. This opportunity 
will probably be open for two or three years. The spread 
between price of dairy cows and value of the cows for 
beef purposes cannot long remain as great as at present 
if farmers continue to raise increasing numbers of dairy 
heifers. 


The number of milk cows on farms is about the same 
as at this time last year. In nearly all States the number 
of yearling heifers and heifer calves being kept for milk 
cows is larger than the number on hand a year ago; in 
the Northeast the increases are substantial but, for the 
country as a whole, the present number is less than one 
per cent above the number ordinarily required to main- 
tain the present number of milk cows. Changes in num- 
ber of cows milked during the next two years will depend 
largely on the relation between price of beef and price of 
dairy products, for this affects both the age at which milk 
cows are sold for slaughter and the number of beef-type 
cows milked. Indications are that for the next few years 
the price of beef will be an important factor in restrict- 
ing the expansion of dairying in the Corn Belt and in 
much of the South and West, and the number of cowa 
milked in the country as a whole is expected to show lit- 
tle increase for several years. Returns from dairying will 
continue to vary rather sharply from season to season 
according to pastures, feed conditions, and urban demand. 
Profits in individual years will depend on the promptness 
with which changes in production costs are reflected in 
changes in production and in changes in the prices of 
dairy products. With the number of milk cows increas- 
ing only slowly, if at all, the gradual increase in the per 
capita requirements of the increasing population seems 
likely to result in prices averaging sufficiently above feed 
costs to permit a gradual further increase in the produc- 
tion of milk per ‘cow. 


The number of milk cows on farms in the United 
States has changed but little during recent years. The 
pumber increased from 21,408,000 in 1921 to 22,523,000 in 
1925 and then decreased to 21,824,000 last year and to 
21,820,000 on January 1, 1929. Compared with eight years 
ago, present numbers are lower in the North Atlantic 
States and higher chiefly in the West North Central and 
Western States. Present numbers are slightly above 
those on hand a year ago in most of the western States 
and in the southern Appalachian region, but these in- 
creases are about offset by slight decreases in important 
North Central dairy States and by what appears to be the 
beginning of a shift from dairy cattle back toward beef 
cattle in the western half of the Corn Belt. Increases in 
yearling heifers being saved for milk cows averaged 104.2 
per cent. The figures show, however, continued increase 
in heifers in the North Atlantic States where farmers 
have been maintaining their herds by buying cows from 
farther west. In this area, farmers have increased the 
humber of heifer calves saved from 5 to 10 per cent a 
year for three years in succession. Present numbers are 
Close to those required. for normal replacement of aged 
cows. Obviously, if the number of heifers raised is in- 
creased above the number locally needed for replacement 
and for increasing herds it will materially affect dairy 
cow prices in that area. Since present numbers of young 
stock in this area are the highest since 1920 there seems 


‘ho justification for further increases there this spring in 


the number of heifer calves saved. 
Loss of dairy cows from tuberculosis eradication is de- 
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creasing and now amounts to only about one per cent of 
the total milk cow population. 

With little change in milk cow numbers for several 
years anticipated, and little or no shift from beef type 
to dairy type cows expected, changes in milk production 
will depend largely on the intensity of feeding. During 
recent years the relationship of prices of dairy products 
to both beef prices and feed prices has been relatively 
favorable for dairying, and production per cow has in- 
creased, because of more intensive feeding and shift 
toward dairy-type cows. Between 1924 and 1927 produc- 
tion per cow appears to have increased about 10 per cent, 
the increase being shared by all sections of the country, 
but the production per cow in 1928 was apparently about 
the same as in 1927. 

Pastures in 1928 averaged poorer than usual until mid- 
summer and then were correspondingly better than usual. 
Combining the seasonal averages in the various States in 
proportion to the State’s importance in milk production, 
the condition of dairy pastures averaged 81 in 1928 to 86 
in 1927, and 76 in both 1926 and 1925. 

Hay supplies are lower than the record supplies of last 
year, and feed prices are somewhat higher. The most 
marked changes are in the lower supplies of legume hays 
and in the higher prices of high protein concentrates. It 
does not seem likely, however, that feed prices will ad- 
vance as much as they did last spring: 

Production of manufactured dairy products the past 
two years has not kept pace with the upward trend of 
previous years on account of increased consumption of 
fluid milk and cream, and no increases in numbers of 
dairy cows. Butter production has made no material 
change since 1926, and except for favorable conditions 
during the past fall, it is probable that 1928 production 
would have shown a noticeable decrease under 1927. 
Cheese production seems to have been slightly heavier 
in 1928 than the previous year, but was actually less than 
in 1926. Condensed and evaporated milk production in 
1928 was slightly less than in 1927. On a total milk equiv- 
alent basis, 1928 production of manufactured dairy prod- 
ucts was about equal to that of 1927. 


Stocks of dairy products at the close of the year indi- 
cated no burdensome surpluses, except cheese, which 
accumulated throughout the summer and fall months, and 
which partially explains the low cheese prices now pre- 
vailing. 


Consumption of dairy products was maintained 
throughout 1928 despite the slightly higher prices which 
prevailed. Demand seems likely to remain high through 
the first half of 1929 with a possible downturn in demand 
toward the end of the year or in 1930. 


The quantities of foreign dairy produce absorbed by 
our markets were somewhat lessened in 1928, while our 
sales of concentrated milk abroad increased. The net im- 
portation of dairy products into the United States on the 
basis of total milk equivalent was about one per cent of 
domestic production. It cannot be expected that this year 
will bring less pressure from foreign competition. Prac- 
tically throughout all the year foreign dairy production 
was retarded by unfavorable pasture conditions and 
European markets were strengthened by unusual de- 
mand. Together, Great Britain and Germany took some 
10 per cent more butter in 1928 than in 1927, with higher 
average prices prevailing in their markets. The season 
of flush production in New Zealand, and Australia, begins 
in August and during the first three months of the current 
season, New Zealand butter production is officially esti- 
mated to have been 15 per cent greater than for the same 
period for the previous season, and Australian butter pro- 
duction during the first four months is estimated to have 
been a third heavier. Most of the influence of increased 
supplies from the Southern Hemisphere during the cur- 
rent season which began in August is still to be felt in 
our markets. 


While the Northeastern States may be helped some- 
what by the shift from dairy production to beef produc- 
tion in the western Corn Belt, they face the probability

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Minnesota Holstein Breeders Hold Annual 
| Meeting

T has been customary, to some ex- 
] tent at least, to report Annual 

Meetings as bigger and better than 
ever, and this year’s meeting of the 
Minnesota Holstein-Friesian Breed- 
ers’ Association, held at University 
Farm, St. Paul, on Thursday, Janu- 
ary 17th, was in reality all that the 
above implies, ads approximately one- 
hundred fiity Holstein breeders and 
enthusiasts were present and the in- 
terest shown in the work of the asso- 
ciation and in Holsteins was ex- 
pressed more forcibly than ever be- 
fore. The meeting was called to 
order promptly at one-thirty P. M. by 
President John B. Irwin who, in his 
opening remarks, gave a brief sum: 
mary of the general outlook of the 
Holstein business, and he predicted 
prosperity for the Holstein breeders 
due to the fact that Holsteins have 
been selected more carefully during 
the last six or eight years and the de- 
mand for good cattle is continually 
increasing. He dlso stressed the im- 
portance of the health of our cattle, 
as well as the value of stronger sup- 
port for Boys’ and Girls’ Holstein 
Calf Club work on the part of breed- 
ers. 





The Secretary-Treasurer’s report 
was given by Axel Hansen, because 
of the absence of Secretary Robert 
Geiger, caused by illness. Mr. Han- 
sen gave a brief summary of the 
work accomplished by the State Asso- 
ciation during the past year, and the 
financial report, which showed a sub- 
stantial gain on the right side of the 
ledger. A brief summary of the 
accomplishments of the State Associ- 
ation for the past year is as follows: 


MEMBERSHIP: The total number 
of members in the affiliated counties 
and the state organization was _ in- 
creased from 1,512 in 1927 to 1,560 in 
1928. There was an increase of two 
counties in those organized on the 
affiliated plan, bringing the total that 
are now a part of our State Associ- 
ation to forty-two. Three new coun- 
.ties were organized during the past 
year and memberships were renewed 
on a three-year basis in eight coun- 
ties. A part of these renewals were 
taken care of by the counfy associ- 
ations themselves due to the fact that 
they had more funds available in 
their county association treasuries than ever before in 
the history of the local organizations. 

PUBLICITY: A large number of articles were pub- 
lished in daily and local papers, and farm papers, and 
had to do with various activities along the line of county 
association meetings, state association meetings, public 
sales, records made by Holstein cattle during the year, as 
well as other phases of Holstein development. A number 
of counties in various parts of the state cooperated in the 
publicity program by supplying local papers with Holstein 
happenings of a local nature as well as carrying on a 
local advertising program through which work of the 
county association and county association managers was 
brought before the public. A large number of county 
agents and county Holstein clubs as well as creameries 


were supplied with the film, “Jonathan Barr's Conver-

sion,” for use at various meetings. 
Four issues of the Minnesota Hol- 
stein-Friesian News were published 
and sent out to all members and 
County Agents in the state. The 
average mailing list per issue was 
eighteen hundred copies. This news 
sheet carried a summary of the actiy- 
ities of the state organization and of 
the various county associations 
throughout the year, and, in addition, 
stressed some of the most important 
phases of the work that our state and 
county associations are carrying on. 

EXHIBITS AT FAIRS: Through 
the cooperation of the Extension De- 
partment of our National Association, 
as well as through the cooperation of 
our State Association, fifty-six county 
Holstein clubs were supplied with 
pamphlets, circulars, and _ publicity 
material for equipping and decorating 
Holstein booths and distributing Hol- 
stein literature at county or local 
fairs. Wonderful cooperation was se- 
cured on the part of local county Hol- 
stein associations and their officers in 
getting these exhibits in place and 
making their purpose successful. In 
addition to the county fairs, an elab- 
orate exhibit was put on by our state 
association at the Red River Valley 
Winter Shows at Crookston and at 
the State Fair. Our exhibit at the 
State Fair this year attracted much 
more attention than ever before, ap- 
proximately eighty-five hundred thouw- 
sand people passing through the Hol- 
stein booth. 


HOLSTEIN CALF CLUBS: Activ- 
ity in Holstein Calf Club work 
throughout the state was again very 
much in evidence, the enrollments of 
grade and pure bred calves exceeding 
last year’s enrollments by approxi- 
mately one hundred fifty head. bring- 
ing the total number of boys and 
girls enrolled in this work to two 
thousand and one hundred fifty. The 
Holstein breeders and county associ- 
ations are indebted to a large extent 
to the activities of county agents, and 
where there are no county agents, 
to local club leaders, for helping 
make this work successful. But the 
county associations, as well as the 
State organization have stimulated 
interest. in Holstein calves by put 
ting up special prizes at the County 
Fairs and Calf Club Shows, and our State Association — 
gave a $200 special Calf Club prize for the Holstein Cal 
Club exhibit at the State Fair. The Calf Club Show in 
connection with the State Fair was again outstanding 
this year, and the winners in this show represented Min- 
nesota Calf Club work through a State Herd of two ani- 
mals in the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress. In this show- 
ing. the herd won first prize, as well as Grand Champion 
calf of the show, the Grand Champion winning easily over 
the Iowa heifer that later was winner of the Grand Cham- 
pionship Calf Club ribbon at the National Dairy Show at 
Memphis, Tennessee. 

COUNTY MANAGERS: The continuation of the Coun- 
ty Manager Plan was carried on with the result that at 
the present time we have twenty-four counties function-

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The entertainment of the National 
convention of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America is planned 
upon alr extensive and pleasing scale 
according to announcement by the 
Pennsylvania Federation of Holstein- 
Friesian clubs made at the annual 
meeting of that body last week at 
Harrisburg. Committees working in 
conjunction with other nearby states 
are perfecting plans for the entertain- 
ment of delegates and guests. An- 
nouncement of the complete com- 
mittees and plans will be made in the 
near future. 

The meeting which was held on 
January 24th at Harrisburg elected a 
new president to succeed Albert B. 
Craig of Sewickley. H. D. Allebach, 
president of the Interstate Milk Pro- 
ducers Association was chosen. Mr. 
Allebach has offices in Philadelphia 
and is a Holstein breeder. The com- 
plete list of officers and directors 
who were unanimously chosen by 
representatives of the various clubs 
present is as follows: President, zB. 
D. Allebach; Vice President, J. G. 
Kerrick; Secretary-Treasurer, H. E. 
Robertson; Directors, J. T. Shea, J. 
H. Shott, L. M. Thompson, W. A. 
Wood, G. A. Burdick and J. Hunter. 

The report of secretary-treasurer, 
Robertson showed the club federation 
to be in prosperous condition with 
over 300 paid up members for 192% 
and a cash balance of over $250. Ap- 
proximately $8,000 was received in 
the past year including nearly $5,000 
from the sale of bulls as a result of 
a bull train run last fall over the 
N. Y. C. lines in Pennsylvania. Forty- 
three bulls were sold nearly all of 
them coming from New England 
breeders after it had been determined 
that few if amy bulls could be secured 
from Pennsylvania breeders. The 
success of the train however has 
brought out a desire on the part ol 
Pennsylvania breeders to participate 
with the result that another train is 
in contemplation. 


Resolutions passed by the meeting 
included a plea for higher tariff on 
dairy products and purebred and 
grade dairy cattle and a resolution 
recommending the appropriation otf 
funds for a new dairy building at 
State College.

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Volume 39 A. R. 


OLUME 39 of the Advanced Registry Year Book or 
V Blue Book is a book of 1,679 pages crammed full of 

Holstein facts and information. This is one of the 
key volumes which it is planned to issue every five years. 
This book carries a complete listing of the active sires 
since Volume 34 with all of their tested daughters and 
gives similar information for the active dams of two or 
more A. R. daughters. In addition, there is published a 
complete reference list of the inactive sires, giving the 
volume in which they last appear. 

The foregoing information, of course, represents the 
primary purpose of the Blue Book as a reference volume, 
but Supt. Norton is to be commended upon the character 
of the useful information that has been added to this 
volume. We note a complete list of the sires with six or 
more daughters above 600 lbs. fat with the detailed rec- 
ords of the daughters. We note in this connection that 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad has the largest number of 600-lb. 
fat daughters with a total of 47, thus giving him leader- 
ship here as well as in the list of 800-lb. daughters. The 
full brothers, King of the Ormsbys and Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th, are tied for next place with 41 
daughters each above 600 Ibs. fat, while Colantha Sir 
Walker Korndyke is in fourth place with a total of forty. 
Others ranking within the first half dozen are King Pon- 
tiac Champion with 36 and Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes with 35. 

Another list gives the dams with records above 600 
lbs. fat having daughters above 600 Ibs. fat. We note 
two cows in this list of cows with records above 600 Ibs. 
fat that have each produced five 600-lb. fat daughters. 
These are Wisconsin Fobes and Ona Clothilde De Kol 
2d. Six other cows in the list are credited with 
daughters each in this classification. 

Another very interesting reference list is made up of 
the cows that are credited with four or more long-time 
records, each record being listed together with the aver- 
age of all the records. We find there are two cows of 
our breed that have made eight records each, four more 
with a total of seven, fourteen others with a total of six 
each, fifty-five others are credited with five records each 
and 220 others with four records in the long-time divi- 
sion, the grand total being 295. There will also be found 
a list of the 409 cows producing above 28 lbs. fat in 7 
days and 433 cows that have produced above 900 lbs. fat 
in a year together with 217 that have made records above 
700 Ibs. fat in 305 days qualifying under the calving re- 
quirements. This list which is complete up to March 31, 
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1928, lists 123 cows that have made 133 records above 
1,000 Ibs. fat, 212 cows that have cxceeded 950 Ibs. fat or 
1,200 lbs. butter. In addition, there is a list of cows that 
have produced above 112 lbs. fat in 30 days. There is the 
usual listing of “Some Results Attained” which presents 
a considerable number of the leading records in the vari- 
ous Classifications. Also the Honor List for the preceding 
year as well as the complete list of entries in tHe Ag. 
vanced Register during the year. 

According to present plans, the next key volume 
gotten out in such complete form as this will not be 
issued until 1933, the intervening numbers giving Only 
the active sires subsequent to 1928 with a reference to 
Volume 39 for the rest of the information. Volume 39, 
therefore, will always continue to be a vital link in the 
reference chain and should be a part of every Holstein 
library. The price of the volume is two dollars and orders 
should be sent to H. W. Norton, Jr., Superintendent, Dela- 
van, Wis. The edition printed was limited quite closely 
to advance subscription orders and breeders who have 
not already ordered their copy should do so at once to 
avoid disappointment, as it is evident that later this 
volume may be difficult to secure. 


Twin Calves 


ECENTLY, we published a report from a breeder in 
R Saskatchewan, Canada, of a bull that had sired three 

pairs of twins during the past year, and now we 
have a report from the Government Indian School in New 
Mexico of a sire that has produced five pairs of twins in 
18 months in a herd of twenty-four cows. This report 
comes from J. Gordon B. Grimes, dairyman in charge of 
the San Juan Indian School, Shiprock, New Mexico, and 
is as follows: 

“I ‘believe I have developed what is a world’s 
record Holstein sire, Columbine Sir Pietertje Korn- 
dyke 445096. He is the sire of 5 pair of twins in 
18 months or two seasons. This in a herd of 24 
cows. 

“I am not so fanatical as to claim power over 
nature, but I do assert that the feeding and care 
was a very large factor in this extremely rare case 
of fecundity. 

“I have worked over ten years with herd rec- 
ords of herds as high as 150 in number and never 
found one pair of twins.” 


We have always understood that from the scientific 
aspect the sire had nothing to do with the determination 
of whether the forthcoming offspring would be a single 
animal or twins; that this was determined entirely by the 
female. These two reports, however, indicate a belief on 
the part of the owners concerned that the sire was respon- 
sible in these instances. We have observed a similar. 
result in a small herd here locally that has been breed- 
ing pure bred Holsteins for the past twenty-eight years. 
Until last season, not a single set of twins had been born 
in this herd but the last year with a new sire coming 
from a family that has frequently produced twins, two 
sets of twins were born out of eight cows freshening. 


These facts would seem to indicate that the sire 
must have a direct influence in the matter and we would 
be glad to have reports from other breeders as a matter 
of interest, regarding observations they have made on 
this subject. 


Incidentally, we may say that while a large calf crop 
is desirable, our observation is that from the economic 
side of the dairy herd single calves are much more to be 
desired than frequent twin births. 


A Correction 


N OUR editorial “Plans for Reducing the Cost of Test- 
| ing” appearing in our issue of January 19, we inad- 

vertently stated that the plan of making semi-official 
yearly records based on six bi-monthly tests during the 
year would go into effect with the Jersey people January 
1, 1929. This was our original understanding, but the 
later statement appearing in The Jersey Bulletin gave the 
information that these new rulings, covering also the Herd 
Test, as adopted by the Jersey people, would become 
effective April 1, 1929. A later statement from Secretary 
Morley of the Jersey Cattle Club is less definite, stating 
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that it is planned to put this rule into effect early in 
1929. To avoid any confusion or misunderstanding on 
the part of our readers, we are publishing this brief 
statement. The plan has been approved by the Board 
of Directors of the American Jersey Cattle Club, with 
the idea of its early application, and if we interpret Secre- 
tary Morley’s statement correctly they are letting the 
matter stand at present. The testing rules of each breed 
are of interest to all the other breeds and as soon as 
definite action is taken by the American Jersey Cattle 
Club in this matter we shall be pleased to pass along 
the information to our readers. 


The Cover 


HE very attractive herd scene appearing on our cover 
7 this week shows a part of the herd of F. J. Krahen- 

buhl & Sons, Barron, Wisconsin, one of the oldest 
and best known herds in Barron County, Wisconsin. This 
picture was taken several years ago and we understand 
that most of the animals shown in the picture are the 
offspring of the former herd sire, Pabst De Kol 166989, a 
son of King Pontiac Champion out of A & G De Freule 
De Kol 2d (29.68 lbs. in 7 days, 853.88 lbs. butter in 365 
days), one of the foundation cows of the Pabst Farms 
herd. Much good stock has gone out from this herd to 
found other herds in Barron County which is now recog: 
nized as one of the good Holstein counties of the great 
State of Wisconsin. 

In connection with Barron County, Glen W. Vergeront, 
county agricultural agent of Barron County, sends us 
some business-like pamphlets advertising the attractions 
of this county and the progress that is being made in 
breeding desirable Holstein cattle. The county associa- 
tion is made up of eleven local units and has developed 
a splendid organization of taking care of outside buyers. 
We have not seen a report for 1928, but in 1927, 124 car- 
loads of cattle totalling 3,144 head were sent out to buy- 
ers in sixteen states. In commenting on the work of the 
Barron county breed associations (the Guernsey and Jer- 
sey breeders also have county organizations), Mr. 
Vergeront writes: 

“Barron County has received much good adver- 
tising on account of her sales service and her good 
cattle; however, I believe that too little has been 
said about the money put back into promotion work 
in our own county. First of all, we have eight dairy 
herd improvement associations in the county, each 
association headed by a tester that is capable of 
acting as calf club leader in the community. Each 
tester is paid mileage for looking after his calf club 
members, and in addition is paid for his time spent 
at the county fair. The calves are trucked to the 
local fair at the expense of the county breed asso- 
ciations. 

“In all the Holstein Association turned back 
$597.50 to the community Holstein associations of 
the county. This money was used to pay the ex- 
penses of the local community fair, the showing of 
the community herd at the county fair and for local 
breed promotion. After ten years’ work in agricul- 
tural work, the writer feels that the Barron Cattle 
Breed Associations are the most constructive of 
which he has heard.”

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CREATOR GETS FIFTH 
DAUGHTER 


Elsewhere in this issue appears a 
news story concerning records recent- 
ly reported for daughters of Creator. 
After the page containing this story 
had gone to press we received infor- 
mation from Glen M. Householder, 
Farm Supervisor for the Wisconsin 
Board of Control, that the fifth 1,000- 
lb. daughter of this sire has just fin- 
ished her record in the herd of Wis- 
consin Industrial School for Boys at 
Waukesha, Wis. She is Pabst Creator 
Hillvale Queen 970944, and her figures, 
not yet officially confirmed by the A. 
R. office, are given as 1,108 lbs. butter 
from 22,166 lbs. milk at the age of 
three years and nine months. It will be 
remembered that at the beginning of 
her lactation she made a 7-day rec- 
ord of -35.38 lbs. butter from 663.1 lbs. 
milk, which was the largest senior 
three-year-old record of the year made 
with less than five per cent fat. 


Mr. Householder writes that this 
heifer has developed in type and con- 
formation, while making this 1,100-lb. 
record, to a point where it has been 
decided to make her a part of the 
1929 show herd, which will be sent 

’ over a strong major circuit represent- 
ing the combined State Institution 
: herds of Wisconsin. 


Her record was made standing in 
stanchions in the main barn where 
100 milkers are housed. She was 
milked by several of the boys who are 
attending the school and was fed only 
a little in excess of the regular herd 
grain ration, although consuming 
great quantities of alfalfa and fresh 
malt. She is well along in calf by the 
great 1,228-lb. three-year-old at the

Waukesha institution. Her average 
test for the year was practically four 
per cent.

ing on this plan, with thirteen county 
managers taking care of the sales in 
these counties. The work during the 
past year has been, to a large extent, 
of an organization nature, as sales to 
outside buyers have not been as large 
this year as in the past. This has 
been due to the fact that to a great 
extent, the prices for beef cattle have 
been high, and the county area test- 
ing for tuberculosis has built up a 
large local demand that has practi- 
cally taken care .of all the surplus 
that has developed. The work, how- 
ever, has progressed in a very satis- 
factory manner, and when demand 
conditions get back to a more normal 
status, the County associations will 
be in a position to give all Holstein 
breeders some real service in dispos- 
ing of their surplus. A number of 
county managers have been very 
active in disposing of surplus bulls 
that breeders have raised, and this, 
in addition to the Pure Bred Sire 
Campaign work, being carried on 
through the cooperation of the Min- 
neapolis Tribune and the Minnesota 
Live Stock Breeders’ Association, has 
found a market for all the pure bred 
bulls of serviceable, or near service- 
able age. The county manager work 
is being so organized that there will 
be a special fund for advertising 
through the State Association, as 
well as the county associations, and 
with a little closer cooperation on the 
part of the breeders, this work will 
develop into a very important factor 
in disposing of the surplus. that 
breeders produce. 

THE HERD TEST PLAN: Consid- 
erable time was put in during the 
past year by the State Association, 
and considerable publicity was given 
through the medium of the Holstein- 
Friesian News, to a plan whereby 
pure bred Holsteins could be tested 
in Cooperative Semi-Official Cow 
Testing Associations. This plan was 
developed as a result of the dissat- 
isfaction expressed by breeders in 
the Herd Improvement Registry as 
advanced by our National Associa- 
tion. This plan advanced, however, 
did not stimulate the semi-official 
testing to any marked degree al- 
though a few herds have been han- 
dled in this test. Continued activity 
along this line or the adoption of the 
National Association plan should be 
followed for the coming year. 

SIRE CLASSIFICATION WORK: 
The Sire Classification work started 
in Ottertail County, was continued in 
Steele County, a number of additional 
herds being enrolled, bringing the 
total number of herds and sires that 
were classified according to this plan, 
to twenty-four. As a result of this 
work, the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America has adopted a plan 
of classifying sires and the work of

of a steady increase in the shipments of fluid cream into 
their territory from the mid-west, and they are likely to 
suffer if they expand production faster than is necessary 
to supply their growing local demand for fluid milk. In 
fact, holding herds at present levels for several years, 
while shifting freshening dates enough to prevent fall 
deficits, Would decrease milk sold as surplus and possibly 
improve the dairy farmer’s returns. Either a general in- 
crease in cow numbers in this section, or failure to pro- 
vide for the fall shortage which would force dealers to 
draw upon new territory, would continue a surplus pro- 
duction and depress dairy returns to farmers in this sec- 
tion. 

During the past five years the eastern section of the 
Middle West has shown continued moderate expansion in 
butter and cheese, but quite material decreases in con- 
densed and evaporated milk. The northwestern section 
comprising Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, and the Dakotas, 
has shown steady but moderate increases in all important 
products with the first three States continuing to lead 
the nation in the quantities of dairy products manufac- 
tured. Production of manufactured products also is being 
rapidly expanded in the southwestern part of the Middle 
West section which includes Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, 
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and Oklahoma. The present strong position of the beef 
cattle industry has reduced the incentive for owners of 
beef or dual purpose herds to milk their cows or to shift 
into definite dairy activity, and high value of dairy cows 
for beef has encouraged farmers to sell a larger number 
of old cows. Not for at least two or three years is the 
beef price situation likely to change sufficiently to in- 
crease competition with dairying. All midwestern sec- 
tions show increasing extension of fluid milk areas which 
will continue with the growth of cities. Continued prog- 
ress in long distance shipping of milk and cream, partic- 
ularly the latter, has been made and further expansion 
may be expected. 

In the Southern States condensed and evaporated milk 
production has increased from about 0.8 of 1 per cent 
of the total domestic production in 1924 to 3.6 per cent 
of the total in 1927. Butter production was about 4 per 
cent of the United States total in 1924 and 5.6 per cent 
in 1927. Cheese production has also shown considerable 
gain. Expansion of dairying in this section seems likely 
to continue. 

Production in the Pacific States has not been keeping 
pace with the increase in consumption and, therefore, the 
Mountain States (Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, New Mex- 
ico, Idaho and Utah), which have shown marked increases 
in production during recent years will probably continue 
that trend.

MEETINGS: A total of seventy-six 
meetings were attended by the Sec- 
retary during the year, and in addi- 
tion to this, there were approximate- 
ly fifty-five hundred Holstein enthusi- 
asts. These meetings were in the na- 
ture of Holstein picnics, annual Hol- 
stein gath.rings, and Board of Direc- 
tors Meetings, and formed the me- 
dium through which our State Asso- 
ciation cooperated with the county 
associations in carrying on _ their 
program of work. 

From the above summary of work 
of our State Association, it can read- 
ily be seen that very close coopera- 
tion is required on the part of all 
breeders in connection with the work 
of our state and county associations, 
in making them worthwhile and suc- 
cessful. Much time and energy as 
well as expense, was put in by vari- 
ous officers of our State Association 
in conducting the work of the organ- 
ization, in watching various legisla- 
tive measures that had to do with the 
dairy business in general, and in co- 
operating with other dairy and live 
stock organizations .in carrying on 
their work. 

Following the report of the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, Axel Hansen, man- 
ager of the Pure Bred Sire Campaign 
being carried on under the auspices 
of the Minnesota Live Stock Breed- 
ers’ Association and the Minneapolis 
Tribune, gave a brief summary of the 
sire work during the past year and 
urged closer cooperation on the part 
of breeders in carrying on this impor- 
tant work. 

Dr. W. L. Boyd of University Farm. 
St. Paul, was then called upon, and 
gave a very comprehensive talk on 
Contagious Abortion and the _ blood- 
test, as well as touching briefly on 
other phases of diseases of cattle. 
Dr. Boyd explained in detail the re- 
sults of the blood. test and was of the 
opinion that it would not be many 
years before all cattle sold at public 
auction would require an abortion 
test. His talk was of inestimable 
value to Holstein breeders. and 


opened up a discussion of almost an 


hour regarding various phases of 
live stock diseases, particularly abor- 
tion. 

Following Dr. Boyd’s talk, Mr. H. 
W. Norton, Jr., Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry, Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, gave an ad- 
dress on the work of his office, and 
stressed the value of the new Herd 
Improvement Registry Test which he 
explained in detail, and in addition 
to this, he urged more official and 
semi-official testing on the part of 
Holstein breeders. In concluding his 
remarks, he gave a brief summary 
of the inspection and classification of 
herds and the recognition of sires as 
was adopted recently by the Board of 
Directors of our National Association. 


A large number of resolutions were 
presented by the Chairman of the 
Resolutions Committee, Mr. W. S. 
Moscrip, these resolutions dealing 
largely with improvements in general 
dairy conditions. Mr. Moscrip ex- 
plained the reasons for these resolu- 


through the fact that he ap- 
peared at Washington a short time 
ago, and presented some of the mat- 
ters to the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of our National Congress. He 
emphasized the necessity of united 
action in securing the proper tariffs 
on certain agricultural products that 
affected directly the dairy industry. 

Mr. B. D. Scott, former Secretary 
ot the Minnesota Holstein Associ- 
ation, was also present at the meet- 
ing, and was called on for a few re- 
marks which were appreciated by all 
those present. 

Five directors were appointed for a 
period of three years, these being: 
John B. Irwin, Minneapolis; F. E. 
Murphy, Minneapolis; A. R. Knutson, 
Pelican Rapids; A. J. Lashbrook, 
Northfield; and B. J. Huseby of Ad- 
ams. Following the meeting, at the 
Board of Directors session, the fol- 
lowing officers were elected for the 
coming year: President, John B. 
Irwin; Vice President, P. O. Hol- 
land and Secretary-Treasurer, Robert 
Geiger. 


More About Foot-and-Mouth Disease in California 


Officials Slaughter Infected Herd of 
Hogs Immediately and Establish 
Precautionary Quarantine 
Supplementing our brief announce- 
ment in last week’s issue is the fol- 
lowing statement from the U. S. Dept. 
of Agriculture under date of January 
19. An outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in a herd of hogs near Whit- 
tier, (Los Angeles County) Calif., is 
announced by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, United States Department 
of Agriculture. In view of the high- 
ly infectious nature of this live stock 
malady, Government and State 
veterinary officials today slaughtered 
and buried the entire herd of 3,500 
swine in the hope of stopping the 

outbreak. 

As a precautionary measure the 
Department of Agriculture, by tele- 
graphic orders assigned a corps of 
experienced veterinary inspectors 


from nearby States. 
men are already at the scene of 
action. Dr. John R. Mohler, chief ot 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, like- 
wise has notified veterinary officials 
in all States and nearby foreign 
countries concerning the outbreak so 
that appropriate safeguards may be 
established. 

Although the department does not 
minimize the danger to the live stock 
industry of the appearance of foot- 
and-mouth disease in the country, 
the outlook for prompt eradication is 
unusually favorable. The infected 
herd was on premises well isolated 
from other live stock. . The disease 
was promptly recognized and 
diagnosed by Dr. Rudolph Snyder, 
Dr. Jacob Traum, Dr. J. P. Iverson, 
and Dr. L. M. Hurt, all with extensive 
experience with the disease. Hon.

The source of the outbreak, though 
still under investigation, appears to 
have been infected garbage from a 
ship that had visited a foreign port 
and later docked at San Pedro. A 
positive diagnosis of foot-and-mouth 
disease was reported to the depart- 
ment on January 18, and thus far the 
disease has not appeared on any new 
premises. As a safeguard, to the 
live stock industry, however, a quar- 
antine zone has been established by 
the State and Federal Governments. 





Outbreak of Foot-and-Mouth Disease 
Apparently Suppressed—A Later 
Bulletin 


The prompt slaughter and burial of 
the herd of swine, near Whittier, 
Calif. (Los Angeles County), in which 
foot-and-mouth disease was positive- 
ly diagnosed January 18, apparently 
has suppressed the disease. No new 
cases of infection have been found. 
This announcement by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, though re- 
assuring, is accompanied by the 
reminder that the disease is extreme- 
ly treacherous. It may be several 
months before there can be definite 
assurance that the eradication in this 
case is permanent. 


The disease appeared in a large 
herd of garbage-fed hogs, and al- 
though only a small proportion of the 
animals showed symptoms of the 
malady, the entire herd was slaugh- 
tered January 19, which was the day 
after positive diagnosis was made. 
Cleaning and disinfecting operations 
were begun immediately. “The 
promptness with which the men on 
the scene have handled the situation,” 
says Dr. J. R. Mohler, chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, “is highly 
commendable.” The eradication 
force consists of about 50 trained 


city, county, State, and Federal in- 
gpectors, who are ready for any 
emergency. The nucleus of this 


force is a corps of inspectors who are 
veterans of former outbreaks of foot- 
and-mouth disease. A number of men 
served in eradication work as far 
back as 1902. Ample equipment has 
been rushed to the scene of action. 


State and Federal quarantine, which 
was promptly established to prevent 
the spread of any infection that may 
remain in the area, is being rigidly 
enforced. Veterinary inspectors have 
examined all susceptible animals 
within a three-mile radius of the in- 
fected hog ranch and are now ex- 
tending their examination of live 
stock over a considerably greater 
area. A further precaution taken to 
stamp out the infection was the 
slaughter and burial, with the in- 
fected herd, of several cattle and 
goats on adjacent premises. Reports 
from Dr. Rudolph Snyder, the inspec- 
tor in charge of Federal veterinary 
forces in California, are accompanied 
by the comment that notwithstand- 
ing the favorable outlook “nothing is 
being taken for granted,” and that 
with the excellent cooperation of 
local, county and State officials the 
present inspection work is progress- 
ing rapidly and thoroughly.

More than fifty buyers were pres- 
ent from three different states and 
bidding was brisk, but several facts 
operated to keep down the average of 
the sale.

Top price for bulls was $610, paid 
by Eugene Ham, Verbank, N. Y., for 
another of the herd sires, Winterthur 
Donsegis Bano Ideal, a son of “Don- 
segis” from a 1,228-lb. four-year-old, 
dam. Top price for the sale was 
$660, paid by J. O. Vaughan, Retreat, 
Pa., for the 1,129-lb. four-year-old, 
Brentwood Enla Posch, at which price 
she was a real bargain, as evidenced 
by the fact that two of her daughters 
by the Dutchland bull brought a total 
of $745, the older of the two being 
just fresh with first calf, which indi- 
cates that it will not. take her long 
to pay for herself with her calves.

For more than 
twenty years previous to joining the 
executive staff of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association he was editor of the 
Ottawa Farm Journal, which publica- 
tion he succeeded in building up to 
a meritorious position in the farm 
field covering Eastern Ontario and 
Western Quebec. During the years 
he was connected with this publica- 
tion, the new director of extension 
took a very active part in all organi- 
gation work leading to the better- 
ment of agriculture in all its phases, 
and the improvement and comforts of 
home life. He formed the first circuit 
of fairs ever organized in the Domin- 
ion: initiated the expert judge 
system, organized and carried through 
successfully the first series of live

stock judging classes ever held in 
Eastern Ontario, inaugurated a move- 
ment to clean up rural cemeteries in 
which clergymen of all denomina- 
tions took an active part, was’ instru- 
mental in having built the first 
twelve miles of improved highway in 
various parts of Eastern Ontario with 
a view to demonstrating the value of 
good roads and in 1911 organized the 
second largest deputation of farmers 
that has waited upon the Dominion 
Government, which body asked for 
better protection in the marketing of 
cheese and butter in order to avoid 
financial losses through failures of 
buying firms, resulting eventually in 
the appointment of a Royal Commis- 
sion to inquire into the grievances of 
farmers. Since that time the losses 
through failure have been almost in- 
significant. 

During the war, Mr. Faith officiated 
as Secretary of the Organization of 
Resources Committee for Eastern On- 
tario, a tremendous undertaking, in 
that it covered two great essentials: 
1—Providing the farmer with all the 
labor he required; 2—holding produc- 
tion at the highest point of service to 
the Empire.
